Washington, Jan. 25. — F or the 
second time in its history, the U nit­ 
ed States senate today adopted the 
drastic cloture rule, thus 
limiting 
debate upon the resolution for Am­ 
erican adherence to the world court 
of justice. 
The action forecast early adoption 
of the court resolution and consid­ 
eration of 
the tax 
reduction 
bill 
which will cut payments due March 
15. 
A two-thirds majority of adm inis­ 
tration republicans and 
league 
of 
national democrats 
forced adoption 
of the rule which was used only once 
before in the Versailles treaty fight. 
Henceforth under its provision, no 
senator will be permitted to speak 
more th an one hour. 
No other busi­ 
ness can be considered until a vote 
is taken upon the court and no fu r­ 
ther am endments to the court reso­ 
lution can be presented. 
The vote was 68 to 26/ 16 more 
tha n the necessary two-thirds. 
As the bell upon the historic old 
clock over the 
door 
sounded 
the 
hour of one, a quorum call was o rd­ 
ered and then Vice President d ia s . 
G. Dawes, who campaigned the coun­ 
try last summ er in favor of limited 
debate rules, put the question “ Is it 
the sense of the senate th a t the de­ 
bate shall be drawn to a close?” 
The action was taken in accord­ 
ance with the m andate given 
him 
F riday night when 4 8 senators pre­ 
sented a petition under 
Rule 
22, 
which specifies th a t any time 16 or 
more senators sign a motion, a vote 
upon cloture must be taken by the 
senate two days afterward. 
The rules gives the right to in­ 
voke cloture if two-thirds of the sen­ 
ators present vote in favor of it. 
Debate upon the world court reso­ 
lution opened 
December 
17. 
For 
the last two weeks 19 irreconcilables 
who have been fighting .against the 
court have held the floor almost con­ 
tinuously. 
They protested that it 
would involve this country in Eu- o- 
pean politics. 
The 
pro-court 
leaders 
charged 
that the irreconcilables 
were 
con­ 
ductin g a subtle filibuster. 
Every possible means was tried to 
get an agreement by unanimous con­ 
sent to vote upon the 
court 
some 
time in the future but each presen­ 
tation of an agreement was blocked 
by Senator Cole Blesse, South Caro­ 
lina democrat. 
The vote today was preceded by 
an unprecedented stormy scene. Last 
minute efforts were made to get an 
agreement that would have avoided 
a vote but they failed. 
Sen. Harrison. Mississippi 
demo­ 
crat, asked unanimous consent to re­ 
submit the Robinson agreement lim­ 
iting debate after Feb. IO. 
Sen. Bruce, Maryland 
democrat, 
objected. 
A second Reed motion to adjourn 
was voted down, 72 to 9 and read­ 
ing of the protocol proceeded.

indicated 
they 
would keep the senate in session to 
force adoption of the world 
court 
resolution before nightfall. 
Thirty-seven

The editorial declares the present slump in butter prices is 
due, not to any surplus, but to expected imports from New Zea­ 
land, Argentine, Australia, Denmark and Sweden. 
In the first 
three countries butter is being produced under inexpensive sum­ 
mer conditions, on pasture, while here the cost of production at 
this time of the year is at the peak. 
The association, realizing the seriousness of this 
threat 
against the dairymen of this country, immediately wired all of 
(he members of the Minnesota delegation in Congress and Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. 
The replies are reproduced in the January Land 
O’ Lakes News. 
President Coolidge’s Secretary says, “I want to assure you we 
are doing what w q can.” 
All members of the Minnesota delega­ 
tion replying agree with the association that action must be taken 
at once. 
John Brandt, President of the Minnesota Cooperative 
Creameries Association, has written every commercial organiza­ 
tion and all luncheon clubs in the state, asking their support. 
Says the Land O’ Lakes News: “The middle of December 
saw a decided sag in, the butter market. 
We do not believe this 
sag was due to an increased production or a decreased consumers’ 
demand for butter. 
Figures show that production is at this time 
considerably below indicated consumption, and with storage stocks 
nearly 30,000,000 below last year’s holdings. 
This weakness in 
the market comes from no other source than reports of possible 
foreign imports during the month of January. 
We will not re­ 
ceive much foreign butter until after the middle of this month, 
but still it has its effect on the market a whole month beforehand. 
“Speculators interested in fluctuating markets must have sags 
and rises in the market in order to carry out their speculative 
program. 
They use the reports of foreign imports as a club to 
bear down the market. 
These reports create a sentiment against 
the market that is worse than the actual receiving of the butter. 
Something ought to be done to protect the dairy industry from 
such unnecessary price fluctuations. 
We are not producing any 
more dairy products than we can consume at home, and farmers 
should not have to compete with foreign producers. 
“President Coolidge, Secretary Jardine, senators, congress­ 
men, and many others are seeking some solution of the problem 
of depressed prices on farm products. 
Everybody is working on 
some plan to take care of the exportable surplus. 
We are not 
producing a surplus of cream, butter and other dairy products. 
Why not do some work right here? 
Butter will be coming in 
from Denmark, New Zealand, Sweden, Argentine, Australia, and 
many other foreign countries at ridiculously low prices. 
This 
butter will be produced in places like New Zealand, Argentine and 
Australia under summer conditions. 
Cows are fed on grass. 
They are taken care of by cheap labor, cheap land, and the whole 
surrounding is that of a cheaper method of living. 
“Our dairymen are forced to compete with such conditions. 
Cream is coming in to our eastern markets from Canada by the 
carloads taking the place of our cream, and must be put into but­ 
ter. 
Cheese is coming in in considerable quantities. Casein made 
from skim-milk is flooding our markets. 
Tons of cocoanuts are 
coming in to be manufactured into butter substitutes. 
Many 
other kinds of vegetable oils are being sent in for human consump­ 
tion. 
They all take the place of vegetable oils that might be 
profitably produced by our southern farmer neighbors. 
We could 
name many other articles that are now being imported and com­ 
peting with our farm products. 
“Why are we looking off in the distance for some plan to help 
agriculture? 
Why not look right down at our feet and give the 
necessary help we are now stumbling over? 
Give the producer 
ample tariff protection on the articles we are not producing 
enough of, and they will produce more of these things and less 
of the ones of which we now have an exportable surplus. 
“We do not say that protective tariff alone will cure all the 
farmers’ problems. 
There may be many other forms of valuable 
legislation that could be enacted, but no matter what kind of legis­ 
lation designed to raise the price level of farm products is en­ 
acted, they can not be worked out without an ample tariff protec­ 
tion.
